In the, Mother Country, 
some of those anxious to 
see the colonies sharing 
more effectively in 
Commonwealth affairs go 
so far as to ask why this 
year’s series- of meetings 
should not be the precursor 
of a colonial Parliament. 
There are those who would 
like'to see a leaf taken out 
of French colonial policy 50 
that men of ability’ from 
Britain’s colonies could take 
their place in the Imperial 
Parliament. : :

LENIENCY PLEA 


Before pleading for leniency

the usual type of demanding 
money with menaces  Inas- 
much as it was a case of youth- 
ful stupidity. Accused got into 
finoneial troubles and instead 
of going to his sister for help 
he thought he could get 
out of them by attempting to 
get money from the rich father 
of a person : he knew. This, 
Counsel deseribed, was crass 
stupidity on the part of the 
accused. How  unprofesslonal 
and stupid was accused ‘was ap- 
parent In his attitude: First 
he wrote the letters himself, 
secondly he did everything him- 
‘self, that was, collecting the 
money, cte. and when he was 
cought he was honest enough 
to admit everything. He made 
jt as ensy for the* Police - as 
possible to’ clear up the matter. 
Counsel sald that tho leters 
revealed schoolboy nonsense. 


STUPID MENACES 


The threats were never of 
violence and it was. obvious 
he had no intention of carrying 
them out. It seemed to Counsel 
that they were ailly, stupid 
types of .menaces, that were 
not likely fo put enyone in 
fear. : 

In answerto. his Lordship, Mr 
Cilfford agreed that Jt was a 
amenace, ‘but it was nota partl- 
eularly bad one, - at least not 
one of violence.’

The Chief Justice enquired of 
Crown Counsel if, assuming 
the evidence to’ be correct, one 
such instance. was sufficient to 
make the place a public dance 
all. 

Mr Hooton referred to the 
definition in the Ordinance, and 
sald he thought the case turned 
on the word “open,” although he 
agreed it- appeareg to mean an 
offence run’ over a period. In 
his submission it would be an 
‘offence to open a place just for 
one night: os a public dance 
hall, without doing it two or 
three times.
